As 
Malcolm MacKenzie declares: the 
air is impregnate with insanity. 
And why is all this? Because 
you believe the contract to be bad, 
beoause you believe the guarantee 
is excessive, because you have ac- 
quired the habit of believing that 
railroads cost only thirteen thous- 
and dollars per mile. 

Did you ever consult an author- 
ity on Railway building? Do you 
know what the ‘average cost of 
building Railroads amounts to? 
No? Let us consult Trautwine. 
Do you know who Trautwine is? 
Well, he .i¢ an engineer whose 
authority even Boyle will acknow- 
ledge. I am going to quote from 
his Engineer’s Hand Book, which 
has run through eighteen editions, 
used by above eighty thousand 
Civil Engineers. This is his state- 
ment of the average cost of an av- 
erage mile of average railways. I 
give it verbatim:

The above 
table of average costs was made in 
1904. We must add to this esti- 
mate a flat total of about 25 per 
cent to account for the increased 
cost of materiale during the past 
six years, and when we have done 
this we will realize a total tbat 
will make Twenty Thousand Dol 
Jars look very small indeed. You 
bave acquired a bad habit of 
thinking that railways are things 
tbat coet only trifles. You must 


revise your opinions when 
fronted with authority.

The span of the bridge which 
was built on the cantilever prin- 
ciple, was 1,800 feet, the. lectarer 
said, only 1,000 feet greater than 
that of the famous Forth bridge. 
An idea of thie distance might bs 
gathered by comparison with the 
distance between the Aome block 
and the Alberta hotel, which was 
almost precisely similar. Be- 
tween theends of the cantilevers 
the distance was 675 feet. The 
The contract was let by the Do- 
minion government to the Phoenix 
Bridge Co. of New York, and was 
under the care of a subsidiary 
company in Montreal. One of 
the most renowned engineers in 
the world was employed as con- 
sulting engineer on the ondertak- 
ing. 

In every detail except one the 
structure was perfect. 

“There wae not a sign of faulty 
material in the construction of the 
Quebee bridge,” said Mr. Francis. 
“The steel work was of a more 
complicated obaracter than that of 
any other structure in the world 
and throughout there was not a 
slip or a misfit, All details were 
published in the dace) engineer- 

the. world; and no 
ere one deféct in the 
bridge construction until after the] - 
disaster. The report on the caus- 
es of its collapse now forms one of 
the classic works of the engineer. 
ing profession, and as a result of 
the investigation the possibility of 
similar catastrophe on a greater 
scale has been averted in New 
York. No errors of the same sort 
will ever oocur again in engineer- 
ing experience.” 

The collapse of the colossal 
structure was due to the buckling 
in of two steel members on the 
shore side of the south cantilever. 
Here the latticing was of the very 
lightest character, considering the 
nature of the work, and this point, 
which would have been a defect in 
any bridge of the moet insignifi- 
cant character, was entirely over- 
looked. The two members which 
buckled in (numbered AQL and 
A9R), the latter the nearer one to 
the Montreal side, were not identi- 
fied as the cause of the failure un- 
til after exhaustive examination 
of the ruins revealed the mechan- 
ical forces which bad been at work 
to bring about the bridge's down- 
fall. The membor A9R was torn 
into many pieces, which were sub- 
sequently found 70 feet away from 
the place at which the buckling 
had taken place. On the day prior 
to the disaster one of the engin- 
eers on the job bad, in fact been 
warned of dangerous tendencies 
becoming apparent, but his faith 
in his chief was so great that he 
refused to consider the objections 
and proceeded with the work. A 
man uamed MoLure was on his 
way from New York to stop the 
construction at the time when the 
wreck occurred. 

The wain pier sustained practi- 
cally no damege as a result of the 
collapse, and the steel of which 
the structure consisted was of 60 
high a grade that although it was 
subjeoted to enormous preesures 
and contortion, the members did 
not crack or bend, but were drawn 
into many fantastic shapes Ly the 
tensile stresses or lapped over and 
pressed almost out of recegnition.

That is not 
as it ought to be. If parents have 
no greater sense of justice then 
the law should step in and say 
that if it is clear that a son or 
daughter bas thus given up oppor- 
tunities of wealth and advance- 
went for the sake of keeping the 
parents then they should bave the 
bulk of the estate. It would be 
only fair and just.
